fhe evidence which conclusively fixes his birth this 


winter vas collected by David MeBaich anc published in the 
Salem Gazette on May 4004278, and in Saleh leaflets No 4 & 2. 
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iwenty-two years after the death of Benjamin{4)the third 
son of Benjanin(S)the tradition of the fanily wae committed 
to writing that Benjamin was the first born male child in 
the Massachusetts Bay Colohy. Since it was in Senteniber 
1628 thet the Naumkeag settlers learned that they were in 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony,and the name of the place was 
changed to Salem the following Juliy,the tradition is inter- 
pretid as indicating that Benjamin's birth was between those 
dates. April 40.1706 he geve his ege in a sworn deposi- 
tion as about 77. This fixes his birth prior to April 1629, 
and in the winter above mentioned. 

The word"male"presented 
in the tradition seeme to hint thet a female was born in 
the Colony before him. Clains conflicting with the trad- 
ition that Benjemin was the first-born have been held by 
the descendants of others,and it will be important to noti- 
ce them in passing. 

After the place took the nane of Salem 
Roger Conant Jr was born,and when ten years old was granted 
twenty acres of land as the first born child in Salem. He 
died in 1672. This left John Massey entitled to describe 
himseif as the oldest plenter living in Salem who waa born 
there. He was,however,as several depositions show, two 
years younger then Ben 4amin(2)Baleh, who lived in Beverly. 


Benjemin{2)received at his father's death half of the farm s 
and sundry other goods. From his brother John(2}he purch- 
eased his share of the old homestead on Bass River,and about 
4658 secured possession of his brother Freeborn's share in 
his fether's estate. He lived in the sane old home from  « 
its building,when he was nine years old,and in it all his 
children were born. His independence of the rigid Purite- 
nical notions of the times appears in several instances. 
For entertaining and giving e nights lodging ae a stranger 
on foot he was errested and fined,and he left the baptisa 
of his children to their own desires. 

; Previous to his last 
marriage he gave pert of his farm to three of his sons, 
and after his last wife's death he deeded the home lot for 
a maintenance in his old age to hie grandson,Benjanin(4).

The Revolutionary records of Connecticutt «are very incom- 
pots end date hnaieat Welles is not credited with service at 

this time, bit does give him credit for service carlier in 
the war as eavioee.. 

During the reorganisation of the Contin-= 
ental forces before Rosten Dec 1775 to Feb 1776 when tae 
soldiers were coming end going, Washington called for Kegi- 
ments Prom New England States to guard the lines at various 
point until the new army had been well established. 
Connecticut sent three regiments,under Col James Vadeworta, 
Col Erastus Wolcott and Col John Douglas. They reached Bost 
on towards the end of January 1776 and remained about six 
weeks. The rolls of Col Wolcott's re'gt alone are on file. 
In 14776 three classes of troops were furnished by the State, 
ne ely Continental State and ! lalitie.
